BACKGROUND. 

have been the communications coordinator for RAGRRAT 
for the lst four years and an active clint the last three yeas 
Four years ago I (a non-clist) dove a communications van 
(on my fit RAGBRAT (sce aly 89 & 90 QST) Taw riders of 
‘every shape, size, age, and ability pedaling scour lows. At 
some point, I said (0 my self, “Tecan do this!” .. Now four 
year later, Ihave two bikes, a Burley trailer, and tandem 0 
‘order. And you thought that ham radio was an expensive 
bby 


‘THEORY OF OPERATION 
1 subseribe to two philosophies with my RAGBRAI 


penton: 

1) KISS - Keep I Simple Stupid. 

2) KICK - Keep It Changeable Kid, 

‘The most important thing that I stress to my bamleyclis i 
have fan! We run a very loose net. There iz po set Net 
Control and meaningles trafic is actually encouraged. Purists 
may thik this i 90 way to run a net, but seven days and $00 
miles make for along week. If id to run this thing with an 
ito fist, I would have been shot a Tong time ago 

(ur banveyeists can be as active or inactive ws they choose, 
Some are hams first and cyclists second. Others concentrate on 
their bike riding and are only heard fom when there's troable 
‘My primary goals to get as many raion as posible onto the 
course. On average, out har cylist will callin thre or four 
accidents a day. Most ae minor. During the week we wil 
Ive a couple major accidents; and, sad to sy, thee have been 
few deaths. So even though we might have lot of fan, we 
do have a job todo. When something is cooking, we tke our 
responsiblity very seriously. 

“The thing that really makes this operstion work is the 
‘mixture of riding abies of our volunteer hams. We gst the 
extremes some are racers an then there ae guys like te tht 
suffer from "HBS", (Hams Belly Syndrome). We als get lot 
of riders that fall betwen the two. This mintre insures that 
weave radios spread over the entre SO-100 mile course each 
iy 

Our Ham Network is a supplement (ce diagram) 9 the 
Police and Medical Network that RAGBRAI has used for 
several years. Normally, we ave on the course eight police 
cas and four ambulances We give police handheld radios to 
Iinison hams of varying riding allies. Thie way we get 
slmost 100% coverage oFe the entre route 

"The reason we like Iam cyclists 10 match ie tht every 
motor vehicle we place onthe route becomes a hazard to the 
10,000 clits that we average on the road cath day. 
Between the police, medical personnel, and hams we may have 
60 raion active at any one time. Using this actwork of 
cooperation we have been able to do a good jb af covering the 
route. We normally havea aio atte sone of an accident of 
oad huzard within minutes. Our nebsork is further 
supplemented by hams from the towns we pas through, These 
hams function as relay stations, oF links to the Natiooal 
Weather Service or telephone systms. 


MY EQUIPMENT 

‘My bike-mobile installation is celly quite basic but it 
works well use an Icom 24AT into a Larson (MEW-150) 
172 wave anteona that's mounted on piece of sheet metal on 
iy rear nck. I tiewrp the cour along the frame to my font 
‘hg, where the radio slips nice and secure into one ofthe nde 
pockets use either a micro hand mic or beads, depending 
pon my mood, 

‘There isn't foo much UHF out here, so if I eed UHF, 1 
jost sip on the duck. A couple of oar riders that carry dual- 
anders use and like the Diamond NR-77OS as a dial-and 
bikemobile antenna, For power I run either aa Icom 10604 

pon ora 2 amp gecell.T have found that the 1000 Io 
‘eatery will ast all day even with heavy use, The Hey isto 
Ihave a quick charger available so itcan be use daily Tan pt 
‘0 of three days out ofthe gelcll 

‘While my ham radio stop is prety streamlined, the 
equipment that is provide for the potice and medical ison 
‘work ist. This usally consists of an eller model Motorola 
handheld that resembles brick with a rubber duck. These 
radios work well but ee ral power hogs. Tis means that we 
Inve to carry exes battery packs. By the time I get rolling, 
‘ere could be 10 pounds of radios, mics, and batterie! 


SUMMARY 

Everyone connected with RAGBRAI agrees thatthe ride 
much safer now that we hive incorporated hamyeliste into 
the enmmunications setup. Over the lst fur Years, more than 
10 ferent hams from 17 different states have ridden or 
‘elped in some way. We have avery intersting, diverse prop 
that keeps growing, Many ofthese people I consider very cose 
frends.
